101st  ANNUAL  REPORT 
of  the  GENERAL  COMMITTEE,  1947. 


The  General  Committee  has  pleasure  to  present  the  101st 
Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital  and  the  audited  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1947. 

RETURN  TO  DERBY  ROAD. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  long  awaited  re¬ 
occupation  of  our  own  premises.  Little  did  we  imagine  when  we 
left  them  in  September,  1939,  that  we  should  be  so  long  away, 
but  after  5|  years  of  war,  it  took  another  two  years  to  repair  war 
damage  and  make  our  buildings  habitable.  This  opportunity  was 
taken  to  carry  out  a  considerable  upgrading  programme  which, 
even  yet,  is  not  quite  complete  due  to  difficulty  in  obtaining 
materials  and  equipment.  The  cost  is  £25,000,  and  about  £4,000 
will  be  recoverable  as  war  damage.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  has  been  very’  consider¬ 
ably  improved. 

Two  “at  home”  days  were  held  on  27th  and  28th  May,  when 
subscribers  and  friends  of  the  Hospital  were  invited  to  visit  and 
inspect  it.  The  out-patient  hall  was  full  when  Major  Lord 
Stanley  officially  declared  the  Hospital  re-opened.  At  the  same 
time,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  and  Medical  Board,  he  pre¬ 
sented  to  Mr.  Charles  Barnes  the  latter's  portrait  in  oils,  in 
recognition  of  his  long  and  outstanding  service  to  the  Hospital 
as  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  for  13  years  and,  later,  as 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital.  Mrs.  C.  Barnes  was  the  recipient 
of  a  photographic  copy  of  the  portrait. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  ACT,  1946. 

Since  the  passing  of  this  Act  in  November,  1946,  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  to  transfer  hospitals  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  5th  July,  1948.  Regional  Boards  have  been  set  up, 
hospitals  grouped  to  form  units,  and  the  new  Management  Com¬ 
mittees  are  about  to  be  appointed.  The  assets  and  liabilities  of 
the  Hospital  have  been  scheduled  and  staff  registered  with  the 
Ministry’s  Department.  The  size  and  composition  of  the  House 
Committee  for  each  hospital  has  yet  to  be  determined.  Your 
Hospital  comes  within  Group  5,  the  Liverpool  and  Northern 
District,  comprising  Walton  Hospital,  Waterloo  &  District 
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General  Hospital,  City  Hospital  North,  Bootle  Maternity  Home 
and  a  Mental  Home,  as  well  as  the  Bootle  General  Hospital. 
This  forms  one  of  the  largest  groups  of  the  Region,  having  1,814 
beds. 

COMMITTEE. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Committee  report  having  lost  the 
services  of  Dr.  R.  G.  Wills  by  his  retirement.  Many  tributes 
have  been  paid  to  his  distinguished  service  to  the  Hospital  as 
Honorary  Physician  since  1910,  when  he  continued  the  family 
association  with  the  Hospital  begun  by  his  father.  As  some 
measure  of  their  appreciation  and  thanks,  the  General  Committee 
and  Medical  Board  presented  Dr.  Wills  with  a  cheque  and  Radio 
Set,  while  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  also  suitably  acknowledged  his 
services  as  Staff  Physician.  Dr.  Wills  was  appointed  Honorary 
Consultant  Physician  to  the  Hospital,  and  similar  recognition 
was  accorded  to  Mr.  M.  J.  Bennett- Jones,  who  resigned  in  1946 
from  the  position  of  Honorary  Surgeon  which  he  had  held  for 
13  years. 

Mr.  T.  A.  Lawrenson  was  obliged  to  resign  for  business  reasons. 

Mr.  W.  Ross  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Hospital  on  the 
new  Health  Committee  of  the  Bootle  Corporation  set  up  under 
the  National  Health  Act. 

TRAINING  OF  NURSES. 

As  the  result  of  our  neighbour,  the  Waterloo  and  District 
General  Hospital,  being  unable  to'  comply  with  the  recent  regu¬ 
lations  of  the  General  Nursing  Council,  which  required  an  average 
of  50  occupied  beds  to  be  maintained  for  recognition  of  the 
hospital  as  an  affiliated  training  school,  your  Committee  agreed 
with  the  General  Nursing  Council  and  the  Waterloo  and  District 
General  Hospital  that  the  latter  should  be  regarded  as  Wards  of 
your  Hospital  for  the  purposes  of  nursing  for  an  initial  period 
of  two  years.  Your  Hospital  is,  therefore,  now  responsible  for 
providing  and  training  the  nursing  staff  of  the  Waterloo  &  District 
General  Hospital. 

Accommodation  in  our  Nurses’  Home,  both  for  the  training 
and  housing  of  the  nursing  staff,  has  become  quite  inadequate 
now  that  the  lessening  of  hours  and  improvement  of  training 
conditions  recommended  by  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  have  been 
partly  implemented.  Already  a  number  of  the  senior  staff  sleep 
out,  and  the  complete  recommendations  cannot  be  carried  out 
until  further  accommodation  is  provided.'  Your  Committee  will 
shortly  consider  plans  to  remedy  this  situation. 


ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF  SURGEONS,  ENGLAND. 

Your  Hospital  has  been  recognised  and  approved  for  practical 
work  in  respect  of  the  position  of  the  Resident  Surgical  Officer 
who  may  be  studying  for  the  Fellowship'  Examination. 

PRACTITIONERS’  CLINICAL  SOCIETY. 

A  Bootle  Practitioners’  Clinical  Society  was  formed  and  now 
meets  regularly  at  the  Hospital,  thus  maintaining  a  closer  contact 
between  practitioners  and  hospital  staff.  We  welcome  this  step. 


THE  YEAR’S  WORK. 

In  spite  of  restriction  of  work  during  the  month  of  March, 
when  the  hospital  was  moved,  the  volume  of  In-patient  work  was 
the  highest  ever  recorded.  In  the  Out-patient  Department  the 
attendances  are  less  than  in  1946  (mainly  due  to  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  re-dressings  and  Venereal  Diseases  patients),  in 
spite  of  an  increase  in  the  Medical  and  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Clinics.  The  following  figures  summarise  the  position:  —

It  is  your  Committee’s  intention  to  institute  a  Group  Appoint¬ 
ments  System  early  in  1948,  and  so  minimise  the  length  of  time 
Out-patients  often  wait  to  see  the  medical  staff  at  their  clinics. 


FINANCE. 

In  contrast  to  the  year  1946,  in  which  ordinary  income  and 
expenditure  showed  a  steep  rise,  in  1947  expenditure  increased 
while  income  diminished.

The  largest  decrease  of  income  was  under  the  headings  “Volun- 
£1,479, ,  and  “Ministry  of  Health  Casualty  Beds’’

The  most  noticeable  increase  in  expenditure  was  under 
“* Surgery  and  Dispensary”  £2,505,  largely  due  to  the  extensive 
use  of  Penicillin;  “  Salaries  and  Wages  ”  £3,505,  where  the  full 
effect  of  National  Wage  Agreements  was  felt,  and  “  Establish¬ 
ment  renewals  and  repairs  ”  £1,350. 

This  increase  in  expenditure  is  reflected  in  the  patients'  costs 
already  quoted. 

Your  Committee  decided  to  write  off  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
the  following  accumulated  deficits:  —

This  reduces  the  Reserve  Fund  to  £72,468. 

CENTENARY  APPEAL. 

The  income  of  this  fund  from  all  sources  was  £17,750  for  the 
years  1945-47,  while  expenditure  amounted  to  £23,926,  the 
amount  so  far  spent  on  the  actual  upgrading  of  the  buildings 
being  £22,720.  The  expenses  of  the  Appeal  were  under  7  per 
cent,  of  the  gross  income. 

AMBULANCE  AGREEMENT. 

A  new  agreement  was  made  with  the  Bootle  Corporation, 
whereby  the  Hospital  provides  and  allows  the  Corporation  to  use 
our  3  Ambulances  for  a  street  accident  service,  the  Corporation 
maintaining  and  manning  the  vehicles  without  cost  to  the 

Hospital. 

VISITING. 

Visiting  hours  have  been  extended  so  that  patients  may  have 
relatives  and  friends  on  Saturday  evenings  in  addition  to  Sunday 
afternoons  and  Wednesday  evenings.

CONCLUSION. 

As  the  management  of  this  Hospital  passes  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  the  5th  July  next,  this  will  bei  the  last  Annual  Report 
presented  by  your  Committee.  The  Bootle  General  Hospital  has 
been  run  on  what  has  come  to  be  known  as  the  voluntary  principle, 
and  through  101  years — since  1846 — its  work  has  been  maintained 
by  countless  individuals,  both  subscribers  and  those  who  have 
worked  on  the  staff  of  the  Hospital.  As  in  other  spheres  of  life, 
what  has  been  started  by  individual  initiative  and  as  the  result 
of  high  ideals,  passes  to  state  management  as  the  cost  becomes 
too  great  and  application  too  wide  for  purely  voluntary  effort.  In 
the  case  of  the  hospitals,  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  treatment 
is  to  be  borne  by  the  State,  but  the  Minister  of  Health,  himself, 
stresses  the  need  for  voluntary  effort  to  continue  to  provide  those 
amenities  for  patients  which  make  so  much  difference.  All 
voluntary  gifts  after  the  “  appointed  day,”  if  given  to  a  specific 
hospital  for  a  specific  purpose,  will  not  pass  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  but  can  be  used  by  the  new  Management  Committee 
for  the  benefit  of  that  particular  hospital,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  wishes  of  the  donor.  We  shall  still  have  need  for  such  gifts :  — 

(a)  For  convalescent  treatment  for  needy  patients. 

(b)  For  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  a  library  for  patients. 

(c)  To  help  necessitous  patients  with  cash  grants,  particularly 
where  the  breadwinner  of  the  family  is  ill  for  long  periods. 

(d)  To  provide  transport  to  and  from  the  hospital,  particularly 
for  out-patients  where  an  ambulance  is  not  necessary,  but 
where  a  patient  is  substantially  handicapped  in  using 
public  transport. 
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(e)  To  help  to  buy  surgical  appliances. 

(f)  To  establish  a  fund  for  the  welfare  of  Student  Nurses. 

The  services  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  in  this  respect  will  still 
be  invaluable,  the  Hospital  Ball  and  Litherland  Gala  will  be  of 
great  assistance,  and  much  can  be  done  with  individual  gifts. 

We  appeal  most  emphatically  for  the  continuance,  not  only  of 
your  financial  help,  hut  particularly  for  your  personal  interest. 
It  is  this  which  will  do  so  much  to  make  the  new  Health  Service 
more  than  just  another  state  undertaking.  Your  Committee 
regret  their  passing  as  a  corporate  body,  but  it  will  be  some 
recompense  if  this  appeal  is  heeded  and  the  public  continues  its 
interest  in  the  new  hospital  organisation.

THE  RIGHT  HON.  THE  EARL  OF  DERBY. 

It  is  with  regret  that  since  the  writing  of  this  report,  we  have 
to  record  that  the  Hospital  has  lost  its  President  by  the  death  of 
Lord  Derby.  In  spite  of  his  many  activities,  lie  always  main¬ 
tained  a  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital,  so  con¬ 
tinuing  the  family  association  of  the  House  of  Derby  with  the 
Hospital  since  its  foundation.  Your  Committee  expresses  its 
sympathy  to  Lady  Derby  in  her  bereavement. 
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MEDICAL  BOARD  REPORT. 


The  year’s  activities  have  been  most  satisfactory  to  the 
Medical  Board. 

The  return  of  the  Hospital  to  Derby  Road  has  not  only  eased 
the  tasks  of  the  nursing  and  medical  staff,  but  has  greatly 
improved  the  amenities  available  for  the  patients,  and  the 
expenditure  on  alterations  and  improvements  has  already  been 
more  than  justified. 

TwO'  additional  appointments — an  additional  house  surgeon  and 
a  medical  registrar — have  enabled  the  resident  medical  staff  to 
fulfil  all  their  duties  with  distinction.  Dr.  Attwood  has  resigned 
the  position  of  resident  surgican  officer  to  undertake  further  study 
in  Edinburgh,  and  Dr.  Vincent  Corbett  has  been  appointed  in 
his  place. 

Five  Visiting  Anaesthetists  have  been  appointed  :  Dr.  Esplen, 
Dr.  Lipton,  Dr.  Rees,  Dr.  Mrs.  Unsworth,  Dr.  Winterbottom, 
so  that  the  anaesthetics  for  practically  all  major  operations  per¬ 
formed  in  the  Hospital  will  be  administered  by  one  or  other  of 
these  specialists  in  anaesthesia.  The  Medical  Board  wish  to 
express  their  gratitude  to  Dr.  Pugh  Thomas,  who  has  given  his 
services  as  anaesthetist  since  1934,  but  has  resigned  owing  to 
pressure  of  work  elsewhere. 

The  retirement  of  Dr.  R.  G.  Wills  from  the  position  of  honorary 
physician  which  he  has  held  since  1910  is  recorded  with  regret, 
but  his  appointment  as  consulting  physician  has  ensured  con¬ 
tinued  contact  with  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  A  dinner  was 
held  at  which  a  presentation  was  made  to  him. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  work  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Department,  it  was  felt  to  be  necessary  to  appoint  an  Assistant 
Surgeon  to  the  Department.  Air.  H.  Zalin  was  appointed  to  the 
position. 

The  medical  records  system  has  been  revised,  and  also  methods 
have  been  sought  to  improve  the  liaison  with  the  general  medical 
practitioners  of  the  district.  An  appointments  system  for  all  out¬ 
patients  will  be  introduced,  which  is  intended  to  reduce  the 
time  spent  by  patients  in  waiting  in  the  out-patient  department 
to  a  minimum, 
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The  Medical  Board  welcomes  the  recognition  of  the  Hospital 
as  a  training  centre  for  resident  surgeons  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Surgeons  of  England. 

Appointment  of  a  student  technician  to  the  pathological 
laboratory  has  enabled  a  greater  amount  of  work  to  be  done  and 
also  the  scope  of  the  work  has  been  increased. 

A  considerable  amount  of  new  equipment  has  been  provided 
during  the  year,  and  is  now  giving  satisfactory  service,  including 
two  new  Ultra-Violet  Ray  Lamps,  an  additional  shadowless 
theatre  lamp,  eye  perimeter  apparatus,  a  dissecting  microscope, 
an  aerosole  inhaler  and  two  modern  anaesthetic  apparatus. 

The  Board  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
nursing  staff  for  their  untiring  care  of  the  patients,  and  the  lay 
staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation  during  the  last  year.

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ALMONER'S  ANNUAL  REPORT, 

1947. 


Nineteen  forty-seven  has  been  a  busy  year  regarding  the  supply 
of  appliances,  arrangements  for  convalescence  and  general  “  after 
care  ”  for  in  and  out-patients. 

Eighty-one  convalescences  have  been  recommended,  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  Merseyside  Hospitals  Council  has  made  the 
arrangements,  the  patients  being  contributors  to  that  Scheme. 
The  Public  Assistance  Committee,  Soldiers’,  Sailors’  and  Airmen’s 
Families  Association,  Personal  Service  Society,  Child  Welfare 
Association,  Seamen’s  Welfare  Officer  and  other  Societies  have 
all  helped  in  other  cases  towards  the  cost  of  convalescence. 

There  have  been  316  appliances  recommended,  compared  with 
201  for  1946,  and  again  the  various  Societies  have  been  asked  for 
grants  where  the  patients  could  not  afford  to  pay  themselves.  In 
approximately  50  cases,  the  iVpproved  Societies  have  given  grants, 
and  many  patients  have  paid  the  Hospital  on  a  weekly  instalment 
basis.  The  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  the  Merseyside  Hospitals 
Council  also  helped  in  supplying  appliances. 

General  after-care  of  patients  can  best  be  illustrated  by  quoting 
the  following  examples  :  — 

(1)  Mrs.  L.  suffered  from  severe  asthmatical  attacks.  She 
needed  injections  of  adrenalin  when  they  occurred,  but  could  not 
afford  to  pay  for  the  syringe.  Her  husband  was  a  Merchant 
Seaman  and  therefore  application  wTas  made  to  the  Iioyal  Alfred 
Fund,  which  paid  the  full  cost. 

(2)  Mr.  C.  had  been  an  in-patient,  and  when  he  was  discharged 
home  he  had  no  relatives  or  friends  to  whom  he  could  turn.  He 
lived  entirely  alone,  and  the  Personal  Service  Society  arranged 
for  a  friendly  visit  to  be  paid  from  time  to  time.  They  also 
enrolled  him  in  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Club,  where  he  could 
meet  people  of  his  own  age  and  chat  and  have  tea  with  them. 

(3)  Mrs.  S.  had  been  admitted  to  the  w7ard  after  having  been 
attacked  by  her  husband.  The  Police  were  contacted,  and  it  was 
learned  that  he  had  been  granted  bail  temporarily  on  the  condi¬ 
tion  that  he  did  not  try  to  see  his  wife.  After  her  discharge  from 
Hospital  she  was  advised  to  see  the  Poor  Man’s  Lawyer  regarding 
a  separation,  and  the  Personal  Service  Society  were  asked  to  visit 
in  order  to  see  that  the  husband  was  not  trying  to  re-enter  the 
home. 
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(4)  Mr.  M.  suffered  from  Tuberculosis  and  was  advised  admis¬ 
sion  to  a  Sanatorium.  He  would  not  go  unless  his  wife  could 
manage  financially,  and  the  Royal  Naval  Benevolent  Trust  were 
approached  for  assistance.  A  weekly  grant  of  10/-  was  made 
to  supplement  the  family  income. 

(5)  Advice  regarding  a  pension  was  given  to  Mr.  A.,  the  father 
of  a  child  patient.  He  had  been  receiving  a  pension  for  a  war 
disability,  and  it  had  ceased  as  the  complaint  was  not  confirmed 
by  X-ray  examination.  The  doctor  was  approached,  and  he  con¬ 
sidered  that  the  disability  was  still  apparent.  A  letter  was  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  the  man  was  given  the  right  to 
appeal  to  the  Tribunal.  The  pension  was  then  continued. 

(6)  Mrs.  G.  had  been  bigamouslv  married  and  was  being 
treated  for  a  gastric  ulcer  which  doctor  considered  was  due  to 
worry.  She  was  seen  in  the  ward,  and  it  appeared  that  she 
wanted  advice  regarding  the  placing  of  her  children  in  a  perma¬ 
nent  Home,  so  that  she  could  work  and  take  a,  post  where  she 
could  “live  in."  The  Catholic  Children’s  Protection  Society 
were  approached,  and  the  children  were  placed  in  a  suitable 
Home.  Work  was  also  found  for  the  mother. 

(7)  Mr.  W.  needed  transport  from  our  wards  to  West  Bromwich 
Hospital.  He  was  not  in  any  Hospital  Fund,  and  was  not  in  a 
position  to  pay.  The  St.  John  Ambulance  Service  arranged  to 
take  him  to  the  Station,  provided  him  with  an  escort  for  the 
journey,  and  arranged  for  an  ambulance  to  take  him  from 
Birmingham  to  West  Bromich.  The  patient’s  firm  was  approached 
and  the  full  cost  was  paid  by  them. 


Briefly,  other  small  examples  fo  Social  work  include:  — 

(1)  Obtain  priority  milk  and  eggs  for  necessary  medical  case. 

(2)  Registering  the  seriously  disabled  with  the  Labour 
Exchange,  and  thereby  helping  them  to  find  light  work. 

(3)  Giving  advice  about  workmen’s  compensation  claims. 

(4)  Loaning  crutches. 

(5)  Supervising  diabetic  patients. 

(6)  Arranging  for  the  District  Nurse  to  call  at  homes  to  do 
dressings. 

(7)  Referring  the  wives  of  in-patients  to  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  for  financial  assistance.
